The count is given the right to see 
the children at stated periods at the 
home of their grandmother and keep 
them a month annually during the holi­ 
days. 
The count’s demand for an alimony 
allowance of $59,000 annually was pro­ 
nounced by the court to be without 
foundation in law and was rejected.

ARRIVE AT THE ISTHMUS 


Colon, Nov. 15—The first trip of the 
American president outside 
of the 
bonndaries of the United States was 
successfully concluded last afternoon at 
1:30 when 
the battleship Louisiana, 
having President Roosevelt and party 
on board dropped anchor in the harbor 
of 
Colon. 
The Louisiana which arrived ahead of 
schedule time, was convoyed by the 
Tennessee and Washington and the 
three vessels anchored about a mile 
from the dock during a heavy rainfall. 
Owing to the fact th at the Louisiana 
arrived ahead of time neither Presi - 
dent Amador of Panama nor Chairman 
Shonts was on hand to welcome Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt. 
They lelt Panama on a special train 
a t 4:30 in a special train for Colon and 
at 8:30 tonight boarded the Louisiana 
and extended cordial greetings to Am­ 
erican’s Chief Executive. In President 
Amador’sfrarty were Mr. Shonts, Chief 
Engineer Stevens and Secretary Reed 
of the commission and Mr. Squiers, the 
American Minister to Panama. 
During

President 
Roosevelt received the local newspaper 
correspondents on board. 
He said that 
his voyage had been pleasant and un­ 
eventful and expressed himself gratified 
at the welcome which the 
citizens of 
the Isthmus are preparing for him. 
He states that he proposes to look 
into the Jamaican labor question and 
also intended to see every thing poss­ 
ible concerning the canal.

ZIEGLER RICHES TO HELP T H E BLIND. 
A monthly magazine for the blind, the first 
to be published in America, the second periodical 
of its kind in the world, is the benefaction for 
which Mrs. William Ziegler, widow of the late 
baking powder king, has supplied funds. 
The limited number of books that have been 
printed with raised characters are so expensive 
as to be beyond the reach of thousands of poor 
folk, whose poverty is made the more unbearable 
by lack of sight. 
“Ben H ut,” for Instance, which sells in de­ 
partment stores for one dollar or less, in type 
for the blind sells for $10.50. 
Other books that 
have been put into raised type are proportionately 
as expensive. 
The blind, shut out from the thou­ 
sands of pleasures that come through the sense 
of sight, enjoy intensely the reading of books. 
So 
far little has been done to provide literature for 
the 70,000 blind persons of this country. 
The magazine will contain news of the day, short stories reprinted by 
permission from leading periodicals and contributions from blind readers 
themselves. Letters from inmates of state blind schools all over the country, 
telling of the w’ork being done by them, will be one of the features. 
It is not known what will he the annual cost of this 
magazine until it 
can be learned how many of the blind persons of the United States can read. 
The first estimate secured from a printing house on 10,000 copies a month 
was $60,000 a year, but this figure can be considerably reduced. 
It is hoped that some other wealthy person may soon become interested 
In printing for the blind, and undertake a circulating library. 
Two hundred 
thousand dollars would start such a library in every state in the union, giv-
